AN ABSURD CUSTOM. 


If the present system of sharing commis.

is rather absurd that the custom still obtains 
in London, especially as there is good reason

The second annual general. meeting of H.

FALL IN DANISH BUTTER. 
(From Our ComMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
The unsatisfactory state of British trade 1s 

again reflected in the Board of Trade returns 
for February, which certainly make a poor 
showing against January, even taking into 
consideration the fewer days. The few 
favourable items include a large increase in 
coal exports in contrast to the serious loss 
shown in textiles, chiefly Lancashire goods. 
Taking the two months, the value of imports. 
at over £190,000,000, is well over £17,000,000 
below the same period of 1928, while exports, 
valued at over £110,000,000, are down by 
fully £12,.250,000. So far as the provision 
trade in this centre is concerned, the chief 
item of interest is a further decline of ló 
kroner in the Danish official quotation, mak- 
ing ‘‘ top ” now 362 kroner per 100 kilos, as 
compared with 305 kroner at the correspond- 
ing period of last year and 520 in 1928. 
Weeks ago the opinion was expressed by 
merchants that the bottom figure had been 
touched, but this was not the case, although 
it would appear at the moment there is little 
probability of any further decline. Recent 
weather conditions have been favourable to 
production on the Continent, and shipments 
from both Denmark and Sweden are substan- 
tially higher both on the week and at the 
corresponding period of last year. On. the 
other hand, the quantity of Colonial butter on 
the water shows a substantial decline as com- 
pared with last year, the quantity being 
535,780 boxes on February 27th, as compared 
with 721,330 boxes in 1929. This coupled 
with a continuance of the present cold snap 
may have the effect of Rendeian the market. 
So far as bacon is concerned, there is little 
change in the general position, and at the 
weekly meeting of the Bacon Committee no 
official change was made in Danish, Swedish 
or Dutch, and Irish also remains unchanged 
in the North. English and Irish bacon is 
scarce. Lean and leanest bacon is in small 
compass, but, if anything, the quantity of 
heavier meats marketed exceeds the demand. 
The market for eggs closés with a mach 
firmer tendency. According to reports from 
the Continent, production is rapidly increas- 
ing in all countries, and prices have further 
declined. Prices are much below this time 
last year, when severe wintry weather pre- 
vailed, and it is stated that pickling will pro- 
bably commence at an early date. With the 
exception of Polish and Egyptian, business in 
this centre is practically confined to Irish 
Free State and North of Ireland eggs.

EXPLORATION.

(By the Rev. W.F A. ELLISON, B.D.) 


HE mention in “ An _ Irishman’s 
Diary,” the other day, of the 
Dunmore Caves reminded me of a visit 
paid to them many years ago, in the 
company of two young men, sons of the 
late Dr. Pakenhem Walsh, Bishop of 
Ossory. These lads had explored the 
caves as a holiday task, and done their 
work so thoroughly that they knew the 
secrets of the place far better than the 
professional guides. Due north of the City 
of Kilkenny, not quite six miles along the 
road thence to Castlecomer, the caves are 
easily reached. A lane leads from the 
main road about half a mile to a farm- 
house whese inhabitants will show the 
visitor the way to them. 

You are directed into a large, open 
field, which at first sight seems to offer 
nothing remarkable. A clump of scrubby 
bushes, blackthorn, brambles, furze, ete., is 
the only object which breaks the monotony 
ot the surface—just such a clump as 
one would pass by a dozen times without 
suspecting that it contained anything un- 
usual. On closer approach to this clump. 
however, you see that the bushes conceal! 

funnel-shaped depression some fifty feet 
deep and wide. One side of this hollow 
Is precipitous limestone rock, covered with 
patches of ivy and lichen. The opposite 
side 1s a steep, stony declivity, overgrown 
with the same scrub as conceals the hollow 
from the casual eye. One or two winding 
paths among the thorns lead to the 
bottom. 

Arrived there, you find yourself gazing 
into a wide archway, full of blackness, out 
oi which float ghostly wreaths of mist, 
while the rumble of falling water comes 
faintly up out of the depths. It requires 
courage to face the descent into 
this eerie gulf, nor is it a task to be 
attempted im one’s Sunday best. The 
most suitable outfit is an old waterproof 
and a sweater, or a suit of engineer’s 
overalls, and, for foot-wear, rubber-soled 
shoes, in view ef the slippery rocks to be 
Plenty of candles, and a 
match-box in every pocket, are elemen- 
tary “ safety first ’’ measures, or, alterna- 
tively, a waterproof match-case. A pocket 
petrol lighter would probably not: be put 
out of action by an unexpected plunge 
into a pool. One or two electric torches 
come in useful, but are not good to 
depend on altogether, lest they run Gown 
when most required. 


THE ENTRANCE. 


The first repulsion once overcome and 
the plunge taken, you find yourself 
scrambling down a slope of loose and 
slippery stones, set at such an angle that 
it is difficult to avoid sending various 
houlders clattering down before you. 
Gradually the daylight filtering through 
the entrance above fades away, and 
candles must be lighted. Presently the 
boulders give way to a level floor of fine, 
white sand, a relief to the feet after 
the. slippery rocks. This is known as 
The Fairies’ Floor’’ and is the real 
vestibule of the caves. From it two 
passages lead away, one to the left and 
one in front. That in front is the best 
known, and also the cleanest and easiest. 
It starts almost at once to climb at a 
stiff gradient, with many twists and turns 
and many changes of width and heicht. 
At one place it narrows to a vertical slit.

Best quality skins have brought 
only 2d. a piece to the trapper who, even 
if most expert, can only hope to capture 
about forty-five moles a day. A lucrative 
husiness has declined so much \that one 
Welsh fur company, whose annual pur- 
chase from trappers has totalled a quarter 
of a million moleskins, is now satisfied 
with a tenth of that number. 

The trappers are not the only ones to 
be affected. Owing to the fall in price, 
only small numbers of animals have been 
trapped and the consequent increase in 
the army of moles has added another 
grievance to the long list of grievances of 
the farmers whose pastures are . sadly 
damaged by their leisurely burrowings.

UNKNOWN PASSAGES. 


Most visitors see only this part of the 


‘Caves, and many have no creat desire to 


see more; but, if you are enterprising, 
and do not care to tread beaten tracks, 
there is still the left-hand passaue to be 
explored. This is fairly level, hut dificult 
and dangerous going, on account of the 
mu!titude of rounded knobs of stulaymite 
which stud the floor. An incantious step 
may easily result in a sprained ankle. 
Slips and falls are difficult to avoid. In 
addition, the floor now and then rises or 
drops in abrupt steps, which are difficult 
to see by candle-licht. One of these is 
about five feet hich, and is almost 
impossible for one person to climb, owing 
to the s!ipperiness of the wet rocks. 
a companion to push behind one can et 
over it, and can then pull the other up; 
but it means lving at full jength on 
knobby rocks, covered with a slippery 
slime. 

After about a quarter mile of this bad 
going, the passage ends in a vast chamber 
so wide and lofty that both the ceiling 
and opposite walls are lost in the dark 
ness. In the middle of the floor lies a 


‘titanic pile of limestone blocks, some of 


them as big as hay waggons, or cottages, 
the result of some prehistoric rock-fal] 
The floor is many inches deep in white. 
glistening stalagmitic matter, the deposit 
of centuries of drip, and you notice at once 
that many bones are imbedded in it. 
Some are easy to dislodge, others require 
a pick or geological hammer to free them 
from the hard limestone deposit. Those 
of the-cave bear, woolly rhinoceros, hyena, 
wolf, and Irish elk have been identified, 
with a very occasional human specimen. 
Many have marks of the teeth which 
guawed them—how many millennia ago? 


The rush of falling water comes from. 


several directions, especially if the weather 
has been wet, and several small cascades 
descend from the roof, their waters finding 
their way out by unknown subterranean 
channels; for, except for pools, the floor 
is fairly dry. . In a corner is a great 
sheet of gleaming white stalagmite, with 
a grotesque mass of black rock protruding 
through it.

A correspondent writes:—The recent 
reference to bells with nicknames reminds 
me that the old tenor bell of Christ 
Church Cathedral was known aa the “ boe- 
bell.” In 1670, when the bells of Christ 
Church and St. Patrick's were being 
recast, the Mayor and Corporation agreed 
to raise subscriptions provided that the 
“ great bell ’’ of Christ Church was rung 
every day ‘‘at four of the clock in the 
morning and nine of the clock at night, 
as tormerly hath been accustomed without 
any change.’’ In 1686 the tenor bel! had 
awain to be recast, as it had cracked under 
the daily ringing of ‘‘ four o'clock bell and 
boe-bell.”” The nine o'clock bell, or 
‘* boe-bell,’’ continued to be rung down 
to the beginning of the nineteenth century, 
but the four o’clock bell was soon discon- 
tinued. 

At St. Audeen’s curfew was rung at 
eight o'clock at night, from Michaelmas 
till Easter Eve; but the old tenor bell 
there used to be rung as the six o’clock 
bell, morning and evening. While it 
lasted, it was known by the name of the 
‘ Oid Cow.”’ 


An Epitaph from Cork. 


The epitaph from Afghanistan in a 
recent issue—writes a correspondent-- 
serves to remind us of an epitaph which is 
to be seen over a grave in Cork. It reads: 
“ Here lies the body of John Ring, who 
was lost at sea and never was found.” 
The author of this epitaph might well 
nave served on the coroner’s jury, upon 
whose verdict a Parliamentary Committee 
commented in 1893. This jury brought in 
the strange verdict upon ‘‘ a child found 
dead, aged ahout three months, but no 
evidence as to whether or not it had been 
born alive.” 


Al Banking Chief. 


The news that Major William Nelson 
Foster, D.S.O., is to succeed Mr. R. J. 
Buckley «as general manager of the 
Bank of Ireland, will, I think, occasion 
satisfaction throughout the country. Born 
in Dublin, Major Foster is the son of 
a former scholarly 
principal of the Bel- 
fast Royal Academy, 
and a nephew of the 
late Professor C, H. 
Oldham, of the 
National University 
of Ireland; he has 
in consequence strong 
ties with North and 
South. One of the 
founders of the Irish 
Bankers’ Golfers’ 
Society and captain 
of the: Royal Dublin 
Golf Club—a distinc- 
tion conferred upon 
him only a few weeks 
ago—he is a prominent figure in the world 
of sport, and in banking circles, where he 
has had over a quarter of a century’s 
experience, his name is almost a house- 
hold word. 

During the Great War Major Foster 
served with the Royal Army Service Corps 
in Egypt and in Palestine, and as Com- 
mandant of the Main Supply Dépot at 
Ludd—then the railhead of the military 
line from Kantara—was largely respon- 
sible for the arrangements which enabled 
Allenby’s Army to carry out the assault, 
over a hundred-mile-wide front, which, 
on December 9, 1917, culminated in the 
capture of Jerusalem. Indeed, the manner 
in which Major Foster overcame immense 
difficulties in transporting water, munl- 
tions and goods across the precipitous and 
arid land of Judsa earned for him the 
D.S.O., and later, when the Turks broke 
and fled northward, it was he who was 
appointed to take charge of the hurriedly- 
formed dépéts at Beirut and Aleppo. 


“ Need Fire.” 


An antiquarian friend informs me that 
the Red Indian method of lighting a fire 
by rubbing together two pieces of wood 
was practised in County Fermanagh as 
late as 1800. About that period a disease 
broke out among cattle which was called 
“ Big-head.” When the disease appeared 
on any farm it. was customary for the 
people residing in the same townland to 
extinguish all their fires. The men then 
assembled at the farm that was affected to 
kindle what was known as a ‘‘ Need Fire.” 
Two pieces of dried wood were obtained, 
and two men commenced to rub them 
violently together till the friction pro- 
duced a fire. As this was hard work, the 
men were relieved at very short intervals. 
When the sticks were ignited, dry sods of 
turf were collected and covered with soot, 
go that when placed on the fire a great 
smoke would be produced. Pieces ol 
wood were then’ inserted between the jaws 
of the affected cattle, thus keeping their 
mouths permanently open, an‘ their 
leads held over the smoke. This treat- 
ment was supposedly effective. Subse- 
quently, every extinguished fire got a 
burning piece of turí from the 
‘Need Fire ” to kindle it. 
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themselves with the necessary tackle, they 
ventured to descend the pit. It took them 
down some sixty feet, and then opened 
out into another large chamber, which 
they followed for some distance, finally 
meeting with a lake which filled the 


eavern from side to side, effectually 


stopping further advance As well as they 
could see by the dim light of their candles, | 
the roof appeared to descend till it met 
the waters of the lake. The lads named 
their new discovery “ The Chimney.” It 
is doubtful if any other human foot has 
descended it since theirs. 

Fhe presence of the numerous bones in 
the floors of the cavern has givén rise 
to the legend that the inhabitants of the 
district took refuge in the caves wher 
Oliver Cromwell and his army marched 
that way. The terrible Protector piled 
firewood in the mouth of the cave, set it 
on fire, and asphyxiated them all Give 
a dog a bad name, and you may as well 
hang him at once. ‘‘Crummle”’ is the 
villain of the piece in every tale in the 
South of Ireland that can find room for 
a villain. Science has acquitted Crom- 
well’s memory of this one -atrocity at 
least; for the bones are nearly all those 
of extinct animals.

ST. PATRICK AND THE 


SNAKES. 


From OUR CHURCH or Í[RELAND 
CORRESPONDENT, 

An examination of the literatures of all 
peoples shows this common trait—that 
there are found many references to beliefs 
and practices which can hardly be ex- 
plained except on the supposition that 
they are rudimentary revivals from a far 
lower level of culture. The literature of 
Ireland forms no exception to this rule. 
There is a canon of criticism which is 
observed in modern research into this 
kind of literature—that the more genuine 
and primitive the document, the more 
simple and natural it will be; the later 
the document, the more of legend and 
grotesque impossibility will be recorded 
therein. 

In the story of our national saint this 
canon of criticism holds yood. The 
earliest documents on which the tale of his 
life is founded are his ‘‘ Confession ” and 
“The Letter to Coroticus,’’ written by 
himself, and the hymn in St. Patrick's 
praise written by St. Sechnall, probably 
towards the close of the fifth century. In 
these we have most valuable material for 
a study of his life and character, and they 
are written in a simple direct way which 
provides us with a plain and unvarnished 
tale. | 

It is guite a different story when we 
come to the later lives of the saint. 
Colgan, a seventeenth century Franciscan, 
who possessed a profound knowledge of 
Irish antiquities, produced a life of St. 
Patrick embodying seven distinct lives of 
the saint, of which the most celebrated is 
the “ Tripartite Life,” which was pro- 
duced probably between 700 and 800 A.D. 
The writer of it simply revels in the 
miraculous. No story seems. too impos- 
sible to recount of the saint, and, indeed, 
no sensible person could claim it as a 
serious historical record, though subse- 
quent historians seem frequently to have 
used it freely without any display of 
critical acumen on their part. 

This same phenomenon has appeared in 
other lives of the saints. Miraculous 
deeds based on similar occurrences in the 
Old or New Testaments have been incor- 
porated in the narrative for the sake of 
impressing on the reader the spiritual 
force which the person in question 
possessed. As an example, we may cite 
the making of the Sign of the Cross over 
a rock with the infant Patrick's hand in 
order to provide water for his baptism, or 
the story of the burning bush in which 
an angel appears to him and _ foretells 
the future greatness of the Church of 


Armagh. 

Besides these analogies to Biblical 
stories, there are others which seem to 
have a different origin, and to this class 
belongs the account of his exorcising the 
reptiles of Ireland into the sea or turning 
them into stones. Here we seem to meet 
a survival of that folk-lore which embodies 
certain very ancient beliefs or customs, On 
the Continent of Europe, down to com- 
paratively recent times, the lower animals 
were regarded as amenable to the laws. 
Sir J. G. Frazer (‘‘ Folk-Lore in the Old 
Testament,’’ Chapter IV.) gives many 
examples of cases in which domestic 
animals were tried in the common 
criminal courts and their punishment on 
conviction was death; or in which wild 
animals fell under the jurisdiction of the 
ecclesiastical courts, and the penalty they 
suffered was banishment or death by 
exorcism and excommunication. Here we 
touch the story of St. Patrick and the 
snakes or St. Bernard excommunicating 
the flies that buzzed about him and laying 
them out dead on the church floor. 

In these and similar stories use is made 
of rude survivals from primitive ways of 
looking at things. The tendency to 
personify external objects was a mark of 
primitive men. So, too, was the inability 
to draw a distinction between the animate 
and the inanimate creation, or between 
man and the brutes. From the point of 
view of the writers of such books as we 
have in mind, the snakes would represent 
what was noxious and injurious to man. 
St. Patrick, the representative of the 
power of light and health, spent his life in 
spreading these blessings and in driving 
away the powers of darkness and sin 
which hurt and confuse the sons of God. 


CELEBRITY CONCERT. 


A MIXED BILL AT THE 
THEATRE ROYAL.

There was plenty oí variety about last Satur- 
day's International Celebrity Concert at the 
Theatre Royal, Dublin, and it was pleasant 
to note the goodly proportions of the 
audience. 

The outstanding figure in the programme 
was John Amadio, the flautist. He is, of 
course, well. known to Dublin folk, and it 
seems almost superlative to speak of his 
work. 

He is foremost amorgst flautists. The flute 
is not by any means an instrument which one 
wants to hear a great deal of, and the fact 
that he not alone holds his audience’s interes! 
hut leaves them clamouring for more, is evi 
dence of his mastery of the instrument. His 
technique is wonderful, and several times dur- 
ing Saturday’s playing one lost sight of the 
music in admiration of the sheer virtuosity. 
His first piece was a Sonata (No. IT.) for finte 
and piano, by Bach. The allegro movements 
were heautifvlly plaved. but the beautiful 
sustained passages of the Andante, with 
their rich warm tones and shading lingered 
more in the memory. 

Kreisler’s arrangement of Percy Grainger’s 
“ Molly on the Shore’’ proved an admirable 
work for the flute, and Amadio gave it just 
that edge that lent to a desirably infectious 
spirit. It set hearts and feet a-dancing. 
Doppler’s ‘‘ Idylle’’ was simply idyllic in its 
treatment, especially the soft seductive quality 
of the final movement. 

FLORENCE AUSTRAL. 

Another favourite who appeared was 
Florence Austral, and she pleased everybody 
by singing as her first contribution the big 
" Liebestod’’ aria from Wagner’s “' Tristan 
and lsolde.’’ It is exceedingly difficult to 
render, stripped of its operatic setting, but 
the manner in which Madame Austral swept 
through the work brought vivid pictures of 
the unhappy Isolde, and at the same time 
gave glimpses of the singer’s dramatic power 
in this heroic mood, The passionate appeal 
of Rebey’s ' Tes Yeux ” was only surpassed 
by her rendering of Georges’ ‘‘Hymne au 
Soleil.’’ Easthope Martin's beautiful song, 
'“ Everywhere I Go,” showed the singer in a 
softer mood, but she gave a very moving 
rendering of Lichina’s descriptive Ballad. Her 
voice and artistry keep as fresh and satisfying 


as ever, 
A RUSSIAN BASS. 

A newcomer was heard in the person of 
Mozjoukine, a Russian bass, who submitted 
a rather ambitious programme, after the 
pattern of Chaliapine. In his first group 
there was Moussorgsky’s “ King Saul’? and 
‘The Leader of an Army,” and also “ The 
Air of Prince Vladimir,’ from Borodine’s 
“ Prince Igor.”’ 

The singer displayed plenty of ability to 
act the songs, and he had a fine sense of 
interpretation, but he lacked both the guality 
and weight of voice to carry them—esnecially 
the nobler set pieces. In a second group 
he missed altogether the grandeur of Schu- 
mann's “The Two Grenadiers,” and was 
more at ease in his character studies of “ The 
tae Miller” and “The Honorary 
/ouncillor’’—two musical mono 
Dargomijsky. | — mm

In defeating an amendment put for- 
ward by Mr. C. J. McCarthy to reduce the 
amount by one-half, the members have 
overlooked the position occupied by Irish 
in the curriculum of all national and 
secondary schools in the country and the 
extensive study of the language that 1s 
demanded by the educational authorities 
All this has added considerably to the 
cost of education, and the action of the 
Cork County Council is resented by a large 
number of already overburdened rate- 
payers. 

As Mr. McCarthy pointed out; when 
the Council first made their contribution 
of 1d. in the £ towards the development 
of the Irish language seven years ago, it 
was to relieve a new Government that had 
come into power under great difficulties, 
unable to devote more funds either for 
educational purposes or the revival of the 
Gaelic language. At that: time the 
county was fairly prosperous, but condi- 
tions have very much changed during the 
interim, and so great is the present dif_h- 
culty in collecting the rates that the 
Council now have an overdraft of almost 
£90,000. They all sought a reduction in 
national expenditure, but he thought that 
they should set a headline to the Govern- 
ment by effecting economies where no 
great hardships would result. 

Other speakers contended that under the 
present educational system of this country 
there was no necessity for the Irish 
classes conducted by the County Technical 
Committee. The cost of ‘these classes 
amounts to £5,715, including the salaries 
of whole and part-time instructors and 
scholarships, an excessive charge even 
when one admits the generous estimate of 
four thousand pupils who, it is stated, 
are concerned. 

Mr. D. 8S. O'Gorman contended that 
Gaelic is not an essential attribute to 
nationality. The ‘‘ broad national out- 
look ’’ had been urged in approaching that 
question, but he sv gested that the real 
meaning of that phrase was one Govern- 
ment for the whole country. Did they 
expect that by using Irish as a club with 
which to knock people down they would 
induce the people of the North to join 
them? Irish was a foreign language that 
had to be acquired, and, while it was all 
right in moderation, their efforts were 
heing carried to excess and tended only 
towards the widening of the breach 
between the North and the South.

‘the Army, originally the foundation of 
‘his authority, should turn against him, 
and, no doubt, the Marques’s wholesale 
degradation of the artillery, corps was ill- 
advised, where a people so proudly sensi- 
tive as the Spaniards was ' concerned. 
Finally, his health began to give way, 
and it may be that his misguided appeal 
to the Army, which caused the King to 
dismiss him, was due as much to illness 
as the great Napoleon’s lethargy at 
Waterloo was due to the disease which 
ultimately killed him. It is sad that the 
Marques de Estella was not allowed some 
vears of rest after his labours. 

The Dictator’s fall was the occasion for 


ja wave of frantic reaction. Politicians 


emerged from their enforced idleness to 
inveigh loudly against the authority that 
for six years had freed the country of 
their clamour. The King received his full 
share of the current abuse, and even 
‘Seior Guerra, the Conservative leader, 
denounced King Alfonso publicly. To 
understand the causes of this outburst 
against the monarchy we must remember 
that during the dictatorship Alfonso 
was no mere Louis XIII, to the 
Marques’s Richelieu. General Berenguer, 
who is struggling by means not very 
different from those of his predecessor, to 
tide the agitated country over the period 
of transition until the new elect’ons, is 
shouldering a heavy burden. Spain is ill- 
educated, and the necessary repression of 
the last few years has left the electorate 
at the mercy of mob oratory. Ii the 
elections should record a verdict for a 
republic, a dangerous situation might 
develop, since King Alfonso is the sort 
of. man who might refuse to vacate his 
throne without a struggle. The Very 
Catholic King could rely upon the sup- 
port of powerful interests, and, certainly, 
a refusal to abandon his responsibilities 
at the instance of factions'in a moment 
of unusual political stress might be 
proved by subsequent events to have been 
an act of high patriotism. The example 
of Portugal is not encouraging from a 
republican standpoint. 

Thus the Marques de Estella, by his 
death at this critical moment, may have 
performed a great and final service to his 
King and his country, Nobody ,may 
prophesy the mental] reactions of a people, 
but often death. especially when it 18 
unexpected, gives pause to the voice of 
rancour. We hope that the Spaniards 
will remember the many benefits that they 
have received at the late Dictator’s hands, 
since his removal from the reach of human 
wrath has rendered futile all recrimina- 
tion. History is full of such instances. 
Napoleon fled to the shelter of the 
Bellerophon, execrated by all Frenchmen ; 
yet who dares deny that, if he could return 
from the grave as once he returned from 
Elba, France would receive him with open 
arms? After they are gone we tend to 
remember the high-handed only by their 
works; the means by which they secured 
their results are forgotten. Unfortunately, 
there is scarcely time before the Spanish 
elections to allow the late Marques to 
become a legend, as inevitably he must 
become at last. his son’s 
bitter comment on his father’s death easily 
may be one of those sentences that sway 
a people. What Don Miguel said in a 
gust of filial indignation Spaniards may 
réalisevas truth ii a different sense. The 
Marques de Estella was not killed by 
Spanish ingratitude, as those words sug- 
gested, but by work done for Spain. To- 
night his body will be brought to Madrid, 
and psychologists will note with interest 
how it is welcomed, or not welcomed, by 
the people. Whatever happens at the 
funeral, Spain will discover that on 
March 16th, 1930, death took one of her 
greatest sons.

Holiday resorts in Great. Britain are 
taking steps to increase their natura] 
advantages or to conceal their lack of 
them by the provision of artificial com- 
pensations.

The result has been that 
“even Irish tourists are discouraged, and, 
while this is só, it is unreasonable to 
expect visitors from abroad. We know 
the popular defence—not infrequently 
translated into a political dogma—that 
Ireland’s charm lies in the unspoiled 
seclusion of her. quiet mountains and 
‘bays. “That argument is’ sound if we 
assume that the tourist is content to muse 
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‘on Nature; but the. average holiday- 
maker seeks more carnal pleasures. The. 
seclusion of the west -coast has kept it} 


beautiful, but poor. Certain dit 
the lauded Cornish Riviera, and their 
scenic attractions are acknowledged 
everywhere, Judicious development, rein- 
forced by widespread . advertisement, 
would bring prosperity to that county. 
We do not advocate the conversion of 
peaceful villages into Brightons or Deau- 
villes, or the establishment of casinos. 
Irish resorts, with their natural advan- 
tages, can be made attractive to visitors 
at a smaller and wiser expenditure. The 
possibilities of income from the tourist 
trafic are large, and the Free State’s 
revenue is not so great that she can afford 
to disregard them. 


The New Planet. 


Once more—it must be the rarest 
and most tremendous of all scientific 
experiences—a - watcher of the skies 
has discovered a new planet. © The 
discovery has been announced from 
the Lowell Observatory at Flagstaff, 
Arizona, and is accepted by the Royal 
Astronomical Society, which has tele- 
graphed its congratulations. Five planets— 
Mercury, Venus, Mars, Jupiter and 
Saturn—have been known from the 
earliest times. To human knowledge these 
and our Earth remained the only planets 
until Sir William Herschel discovered 
Uranus, almost by accident, in 1781. ‘The 
discovery of Neptune in 1846 was no acci- 
dent. ‘Observation suggested that certain 
irregularities in the orbit of Uranus were 
caused by the gravitational pull of a yet 
remoter body; and, following these clues, 
the Cambridge astronomer, Adams, and 
the French astronomer, Leverrier, made 
the almost simultaneous discovery of 
Neptune, Tho new. planet—called ‘‘ X,’’ 
until, as we suppose, classical mythology 
finds a name for it—was hunted down by 
a like feat of science. Dr. Percival 
Lowell, who, alas! has not lived to enjoy 
his triumph, had been on its track for 
twenty-five years. He based his researches 
or vagaries in the orbit of Uranus which 
even Neptune’s influence left unexplained ; 
and now the suspected planet has been 
discovered by his own observatory in 
almost the exact place that his calcula- 
tions had indicated. Professor Pickering, 
too, in 1919, made a prediction which was 
very near to the place. The distance of 
‘‘X ” from the Sun has been estimated at 
Flagstaff as forty-five times the distance of 
the Earth from the Sun, or 4,185,000,000 
miles; and the time of its journey round 
the Sun is estimated at not less than 550 
years. An accurate determination of its 
size and mass will be the labour of 
moriths, but, provisionally, a diameter of 
some 19,000 miles has been assigned to it. 
Is “X ” the jast of the planets, or will it 
furnish a new pou sto for confident 
research into still more distant depths of 
space / 


Hollywood. 


The Shaftesbury avenue Pavilion has 
been closed for the installation of sound 
apparatus. During recent years it has 
been honourably famous as a home of the 
best silent films, new or revived, from all 
the producing countries of the world. 
Now it has succumbed, and Hollywood 
remains the supreme and unchallenged 
tyrant of London’s film - frequenting 
public, To-day (as the Observer's Film 
Critic says) there is not, in the Empire's 
capital, a single picture-house where 
American commercial values are not para- 
mount at the cost of Europe’s ideals and 
culture. This critic asks if no group of 
enthusiasts can be found who “ care 
enough for the traditions and ideals of 
England, France, Germany, Sweden and 
Russia to maintain one cinema in London 
that will be definitely free from the 
American idea.” We await the effect of 
this challenge with no great hopes; and, 
if populous and wealthy London is in 
such plight, what can we expect for our 
own little island? In fact, Hollywood's 
stranglehold on both Irish States is com- 
plete, and it is even more oppressive than 
our worst fears of two or three years ago 
had conceived. Good music is being 
banished from our picture-houses; for 
Hollywood enforces its own tinned music 
at a heavy price. The crimes of America’s 
underworld and the vulgar extravagances 
of American plutocracy are our daily 
fare. The conqueror’s nasal accent 
begins to infect our own, and the poly- 
glot slang of New York and Chicago grows 
sleek in our mouths. What an educa- 
tion for our children! We see no remedy— 
even if our legislators were as conscious 
of this peril as they are indifferent to it. 
Lo! thy dread empire, Chaos, is restored ; 
Light dies before thy uncreating word ; 

‘hy hand, great Anarch, lets the curtain fall ; 
And universal darkness buries all.

THE KANCHENJUNGA 


EXPEDITION.

ARRIVAL AT DELHI, 


From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW DELHI, Saturday. 

The German scientific expedition to the 
Himalayas, under Professor Dyhrenfurth, 
reached Delhi to-day. They are receiving 
the fullest assistance from the Indian 
Government and the Himalaya Club, and 
have already secured the co-operation of 
the Sikkim Administration. They are 
awaiting the permission of the Nepal 
Government to pass through its territory, 
which is being sought by the good offices 
of the British Envoy. 

The members of the expedition to-day 
had lunch at the Viceroy’s house, and to- 
morrow they are going to Agra to see the 
famous Taj. After a halt at Benares they 
expect to arrive at Calcutta next Wednes- 
day. The Commander-in-Chief, Field- 
Marshal Sir William Birdwood, is pro- 
viding the expedition with the assistance 
of a Gurkha officer, who knows the Hima- 
layan regions well, and who will join them 
at Darjeeling. Mr. Frank Smythe, the 
English member of the expedition, stated 
to-day that preparations for the expedi- 
tion had been going on for three years, 
and Dr. Helmuth Richter. the German 
doctor with the expedition, has explained 
that the idea of climbing Mount Kanchen- 
junga came to Professor Dyhrenfurth and 
him at Salzburg in 1925 after hearing a 
lecture about the climbing of Mount 
Everest.

DR. LUCE ON GOD'S LOVE FOR 
THE WORLD. 


A special sermon in connection with the 
Church of Treland Home Mission Society was 
preached at Christ Church Cathedral, Dublin.

D.D., F.,T.C.D. Dr. Luce spoke on 
World, Man, and God,” takine as his text 
John in., 16: “God so loved the world thai 
He gave His only begotten Son, that, whoso- 
ever believeth in Him should not perish. but 
have everlasting life.’’ i writes 
our Primate, “have hearts 
hke these words.”’ 

“ This I8 the original gospel,”” said Dr. 
Luce. “his the message Patrick 
preached. ‘To this truth the twentieth cen- 
tury man, weary of religion, athirst for God, 
is turning. God, the world, the soul of 
man, are the controiling ideas of thougnt 
and the ultimate facts of life. This text 
welds the ideas and the facts into a sublime 
philosophy, which satisfies the ache of 
thought and puts the secret of life within 
the reach of all. 

“* God loved the world.’ St. John 
wrote the words to a generation as familiar 
with war as we are. War makes men fee! 
the brevity of their life, the animality of 
their impulse and the bankruptcy of their 
civilisation. Can God, man asks, still believe 
in man after the Great War? Yes, 
assuredly; tor He sent His Son into the 
world not long after a series of wars. each 
rivalling in horror the war we have known 
Humanity has gone astray; but God has not 
east us off. He could not: for God so loves 
the world. 
abs The anti-God society in a world loved bv 
God is a startling paradox. Is it to be taken 
serious|y ? Is it just dare-devil bravado like 
the Hell Fire Club? Ajax may defy the 
lightning. It is inhuman, unnatural. to defy 
the love from heaven. One can only suppose 
that the members of that society have never 
realised that Cod loves them. Thev must 
have been nurtured in a religion of fear—a 
craven fear of God, a dread of death and 
the hereafter, and a fear of the Charch: 
tnese so-called religious fears are feelings that 
unman, 

‘The cure for atavistic fears not 
much free thought as free faith. Faith 
the solvext of fear and of every other un- 
Christian complex. Personal faith spells per- 
sonal freedom. A conscious act of immediate 
faith in Jesus Christ makes the believer know 
himself a free man in Geld’s universe of love. 
This is emancipation for body, mind and 
soul. This is the response that God's love 
seeks from the world of men.”

SERMON BY ARCHBISHOP 
OF DUBLIN.

The persecution of Christians in Russia 
was the subject of prayer at all Church of 
Ireland, Presbyterian and Methodist 
Church Services yesterday in Dublin. 
Forms of prayer for use at Divine Service 
were circulated among the clergy, and the 
Archbishop oí Dublin asked during his 
sermon at WOhrist Church Cathedral, 
Dublin, that these prayers should be 
made use of, not only on the special day 
of intercession, but in private prayer, 
while the present situation lasted. 


AN AFFLICTED NATION. 


-“ 
DE-HUMANISING IDEALS. 

“The just shall live by his faithful- 
ness,’ Habakuk xi., 4, was the text 
chosen by the Archbishop of Dublin when 
preaching -yesterday morning in Christ 
Church Cathedral, Dublin. 

““ We have been called to-day to special 
prayer,” ie said. | ‘‘ Christians all over 
the world are praying for the same object, 
impressed by a sense of tremendous 
urgency. Such a united approach to the 
feet of God is almost without parallel in 
eur days, if it is not quite unparalleled. 
We see the Christian Church of a great 
European sister nation deliberately 
attacked and threatened with extermina- 
tion. 

“Hí is the avowed policy of the Govern- 
ment to destroy the soul of the nation. 
And it is this policy which is being put 
into execution through the length and 
breadth of a country, containing about a 
hundred million souls, which has aroused 
the moral indignation of Christians of all 
countries, sd that during this week 
Christian believers of well-nigh every de- 
nomination will be pleading with God for 
one and the same thing—that this tyranny 
may, by His mighty aid, be made to cease. 


A RELIGIOUS MOVEMENT. 

“ The movement towards prayer is, so 
fr as L know, simply and entirely a 
religious movement. It has no political 
uiins or objects whatever. It is an upris- 
ing of the spirit of man to protest on be- 
half of the right to existence of the spirit 
of man, and to plead with God, our 
l‘ather in Heaven, to look upon one of 
the nations He has made, and not to allow 
the. spirit of man, which is the candle of 
the Lord ir him, to be quenched forcibly 
in the darkness of unbelief. 

“ Nothing has revealed to us with such 
compelling clearness as has the Com- 
munistic conspiracy against the soul of 
man to what abysses the rational denial 
of God leads, and the revelation has 
awakened the rest of Christendom outside 
Russia with such a sudden shock 
that, spontaneously, Christians every- 
where have ranged themselves as 
one with their fellow-believers in Russia. 
[t is -our very helplessness which 
has driven us to prayer. If there were 
anything that could be done to help we 
should have some voices urging action, 
and others urging prayer. But because 
there is nothing we can do, there is this 
unanimity in entreating God to arise, 
help and deliver us. “O Lord, we are 
oppressed ; undertake for us.’ 


A GREAT PROPHETIC UTTERANCE. 


‘‘There is before us a great call to | 
resolute | 
determination on our part not to let our | 


faith, and by faith I mean a 
will fail or our courage falter, however 
much God and goodness and truth seem 
to be challenged, a resolute determination 
to stand by what is true and good, in the 
firm belief that the only thing that can

““One of the greatest prophetic utter- 
ances in the Bibie is that of the prophet 
Habakkuk, who has given us the words of 
the text: ‘The just shall live bv his 
faith.’ The words were uttered

answer than that. 


THE ANSWER. 


“ And in due time the answer comes: 
‘ Behold, his soul is puffed up; it is not 
upright within him.’ The excesses of 
the Chaldeans bring their own ruin with 
them; pride and cruelty have in them 
nothing that can last. But—and here is 
Habakkuk’s great utterance—on the other 
hand, the just live by their faith; in 
other words, those who trust in God and 
wait upon Him loyally, they have in 
themselves an enduring substance and a 
steadfast heritage. 

“We should represent Habakkuk’s 
words most truly if we rendered them: 
‘The just shall live by his faithfulness.’ 
It is in that sense that the writer of the 
Epistle to the Hebrews takes them at the 
end of his tenth chapter, and makes them 
the text and starting point for his tremen- 
dous disquisition upon faith in Hebrews 
XJ. Faith for both these writers meant 
steadfastness, unflinching loyalty to 
Jehovah, the dogged resoluteness that 
ean say: ‘ Though he slay me, yet will I 
trust in Him.’ And it was through this 
pertinacity of upward-lookingness amid 
perplexity, outrage and trial that Isracl 
has survived throughout the ages. Like 
Moses, who endured as seeing Him who is 
invisible, Israel endured and lived. because 
it would not let God go. ' 


RECOVERY BOUND TO COME. 

* H is to such faithfulness that we are 
called to-day. Do we believe? That is 
to say, do we sail under Gold’s flag just 
because we happen to be born under it; 
or do we call ourselves Christians because 
we believe in the things that Christ 
stands for, and becanse we hold that 


that makes it worth while? Truth, 
justice, purity, love of neighbour, know- 
ledge of God and life beyond the grave— 
are these things just accidents for us, or 
are they the very salt and saving of our 
daily existence? 

“Well, then, if these things are the 
distinguishing marks of our lives, then let 
us remember that we stand with the 
things that can never be finally overcome ; 
we stand with the heroes of faith whom 
Hebrews xi. tells of; we stand with Him 
Who conquered death by His mighty 
Resurrection. And, therefore, though 
things look black in Russia, we must 
allow ourselves no doubts whatever but 
that renewal and recovery are bound to 
come, We can have no doubts but that 
God's arm is not shortened that it cannot 
save. When Christ said to His disciples, 
‘Fear not, little flock, it is My Father's 
good pleasure’ to give you the kingdom ’ ; 


dwelt in the Imperial City that dominated 
the world, said, ‘ I am not ashamed of the 
Gospel of Christ '—the likelihood of any 
substantial fulfilment of their hopes and 
expectations was far more ridiculously 
remote than our belief that the solution 
of the Russian problem is not outside the 
power of God. 


MIGHTY RESOURCES.

HIS WORK AS DICTATOR. 


FgoM Revter’s CORRESPONDENF 
PARIS, Sunday. 

General Primo de Rivera, the former 
Prime Minister and Dictator of Spain, 
died suddenly this morning at his hotel, 
where he had been staying for some weeks. 
He passed away at about ten o'clock in 
his room. This morning he got up, as 
usual,- and after breakfast his two 
daughters, Carmen and Pilar, left him to 
attend Mass. He was last seen sitting in 
his chair reading. 

On their return his daughters found 
him lying on his bed with his spectacles 
disarranged. General de Rivera’s son, 
who had returned from church with his 
sisters, followed into the bedroom, and, 
finding his father apparently unconscious, 
telegraphed for the ‘doctor. On his 
arrival the doctor could only state that 
the former Dictator was déad. He attri- 
buted death to heart failure. 


AN UNEXPECTED END. 

About a ‘fortnight ago General Primo 
de Rivera had. an attack of influenza 
which affected his kidneys. The attack 
soon passed off, but an analysis showed 
that he was suffering from a severe form 
of diabetes. He was immediately placed 
upon a strict diet, and arrangements were 
made for him to undergo treatment in a 
sanatorium near Frankfort. 

During his illness he received very few 
visitors, but feeling better yesterday he 
decided to give a tea party this afternoon 
to bis French and Spanish friends. This 
was intended to bé a farewell function, to 
which many distinguished. persons had 


been invited. 


MANY CALLERS. 

As soon as death was confirmed a priest 
of the Spanish Mission came and recited 
the last prayers. A little later two nuns 
arrived to watch the body, which will be 
embalmed in view of its transport tv 
Madrid to-morrow 

A large number of distinguished visitors 
called at the hote! to-day to present theiv 
condolences. 


RAPID ARMY PROMOTION. 

Lieutenant-Gercral Miguel Primo de 
Rivera (Marqués de Estella), Dictator of 
Spain for six years, only resigned office on 
January 28th last. He was born in 1870, 
and from the time that he entered the 
Generul Military Academy at the age of 
fourteen his life was divided between the 
Army and politics. He rose rapidly, 
becoming a lieutenant-colonel at the early 
age of twenty-seven. In 1916 he was 
Military Governor of Cadiz, but an_out- 
spoken political speech cost him his office. 

The year 1922 saw him Captain-Genera! 
of Barcelona, preparing and. plotting for 
the coup which he brought off in the 
following September. On the 15th of that 
month he proclaimed .martial law, and, in 
the name of the Army, called for the dis- 
missal of the Cabinet. The King on the 
following day accepted in a telephone 
message Primo de Rivera’s proposal for 
the setting up of a temporary Directory of 
Generals, and Rivera was made President.

After a series of military reverses, which 
sorely tried the Spanish people, Rivera 
re-established ‘Spanish authority mm 
Morocco, this being one of the-outstanding 
achievements of his réqime. On December 
3rd. 1925. with the hearty acquiescence of 
the King, Rivera announced a return to 
a civil Cabinet of Ministers. 


A GREAT ACHIEVEMENT. 

When the fifth anniversary ot the 
Dictatorship was celebrated in 1928 Rivers 
had a record of achievement probably un 
equalled in Spain in any similar period. 
Finanees had been put in order; roads, 
railways. harbours, canals and rivers were 
being ‘developed, and other progressive 
| steps had been made. During the greater 
| part of his régime Rivera was im frequent 
conflict with military groups, who resented 
his rule. Widespread insurrections broke 
out in 1926, 1927 and 1928, but wer 
suppressed. 


TWO THOUSAND OFFICERS 
DISMISSED. 


lu January last year, when a military 
revolt occurred which had been planned 
as a prelude to a general rising, the 
Dictator dissolved the whole of Spain s 
Artillery Corps, depriving about two 
thousand officers of their uniforms as a 
means to enforce discipline. It was the 
growing distrust of the army in the usefnl- 
ness of his continuance in power which 
brought about his downfall, though he 
gave it out that the reason of his resigna- 
tion was personal and concerned his 
| health. 

On April 16th, 1928, it was stated that 
Rivera was to marry Senorita Nini 
Mercedes Castellanos, a woman of 49, 
whose income was said to exceed £16,000; 
but two months later the match was broken 
off. The Dictator had been previously 
merried and had a large grown-up family. 


FIRST ACT AS DICTATOR. 


The first act of General Primo was to 
submit for the signature of the King some 
important decrees providing for the dis- 
solution of Parliament, the suspension of 
coustitntional guarantees, the confirma- 
tion of martial law, the dismissal of all 
Ministers and Civi] Governors, and the 
rigid control of the work of officials. It 
was announced that a period of three 
months would be sufficient to rehabilitate 
Spain, and that when this period had 
elapsed General Primo would summon an 
electoral body and hand over power to the 
civil authorities. 

Meanwhile, notwithstanding the support 
that he found in the army, he decided to 
raise a Civil Guard of 450,000 men, com- 
posed of all citizens desirous of helping 
him in his work of regenerating the 
country. He was engaged in his task for 
more than six years. 


OVFRWORK AND STRAIN. 
General Primo de Rivera’s son, Don 
Miguel Primo de Rivera, receiving acaller 
this afternoon, exclaimed: ‘* His country 
killed him.” He thus expressed what is. 
doubtless, the perfect truth. It was tho 
years of nninterrupted strain and over- 
work in the national interest that aggra 
vated the General’s complaint and led to 

so unexpected and premature an end. 
Only this morning the General said to 
his daughters, who went into his bedroom 
to see him before they attended Mass: 
‘My children, I passed an excellent night. 

I never felt better. Do not be ]ate.”' 


BODY TO BE TAKEN TO MADRID. 

After being embalmed and placed nn the 
coffin this evening the General’s body will 
be taken to Madrid by the Sud express 
to-morrow night.

Gialdini was arrested yesterday evening 
when he was leaving the honse of his 
lawyet. Evidently the arrest came as a 
surprise to him because, while he refused 
to make any statement to the Press, he 
ad net concealed his whereabouts from 
the police. Ne lived in his mother’s house, 
and kept in touch with his lawyers both 
in England and here. His arrest does not 
mean That he will be extradited, because, 
according to Italian law, having com- 
mitted a crime punishable by the Italian 
penal code, he must be tried in Italy. 

Gialdini’s. lawyers felt sure that pro- 
ceedings against him would take a long 
time. and that for the time being Gialdini 
would be safer in Italy than elsewhere, as 
in other countries his arrest might have 
been easier than here. 


AN EXCHANGE OF NOTES.

A MAN OF ACTION. 


GENERAL PRIMO DE 
RIVERA.

In a leading article The Times of to-day 
observes: — General Primo de Rivera must 
now be numbered. among those Jarge-hearted 
public servants; of which Mr. Bonar Law 
and ex-President Taft were other examples, 
who have worked until they felt that they 
were too exhausted to continue, and resigned 
their offices, when the finger of death had 
already marked them down. 

In the last of the innumerable manifestos 
which the them  newly-fallien Dictator 
addressed to his: countrymen, he declared. 
with the amazing lack of reticence whic! 
was one of the chief sources of his popularity 
among them, that he had not been in full 
possession of his faculties during the last 
moments of his dictatorship, and that he 
felt obliged’ to undergo medical treatment for 
his nerves. . For over six years he had, 
indeed, borne the responsibility, the anxiety, 
and the unceasing labour of governing Spain 
almost single-handed; and he had come to 
the task unequipped with political training. 
or with any technical knowledge, except oí 
soldiering.. He was never a deep student, 07 
aven a careful reader. 

He ruled the country entirely by virtue eo! 
his: quick wits, his love of action, and his 
willingness io assume fresponsibility.. In 
dealing with the many questions which he 
did not understand, he willingly listened to 
the best available advice, and acted swiitly 
npon it. If his course of policy afterwards 
proved to be mistaken, he unhesitatingly 
modified or even reversed it. He, naturally, 
laid himself open to the charges of being 
inconsistent and superticial, and he never 
denied them or tried to disguise his short- 
comings. He was content to do his best in 
every difficulty as 1 occurred, and his 
promptness to act maintained his leadorship 
among rivals who shared to a greater extent 
than he the national preference for watting 
on the morrow. 
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them. and ordered the Crown Prosecutor 
in Milan to instruct the police there to 
secure his arrest. Al) this occurred so 
secretly that Gialdini, in spite of his 
constant watchfulness, had not the slightest 
inkling of what was about to befall him. 

Both Gialdini and his lawyers were 
taken completely by surprise. The trial 
will take place in Milan after the judicial 
authorities have carried out the necessary 
investigations on the basis of evidence 
supplied by Great Britain. 


GREATEST SECRECY. 


It is evident that both the Italifn and 
British authorities acted with the greatest 
secrecy in order to prevent Gialdini’s 
escape. While preparations for his arrest 
were proceeding, all reports from London 
agreed that the authorities there did not 
see their way to undertaking another 
“ Hatry trial” in Milan in order to 
convict Gialdini in an Italian court, 
owing to, among other things, the hizh 
expense involved.

A GREAT SURPRISE.

The arrest of Gialdini is a great sur- 
prise, not only for the financier and his 
lawyers, but for the general public, who 
know how long the procedure usually 
takes im the case of the arrest of anyone 
who has committed a crime abroad. 
Gialdinit had just left his lawyer's 
house, when he found himself surrounded 
by a body of police, accompanied by a 
inspector with a warrant for Gialdini’s 
arrest. Gialdini showed signs: of great 
mental agitation when the arrest was 
made. 

“ I have been deceived and betrayed,” 
he kept repeating, adding, “' I shall prove 
my innocence.’ He expressed the desire 
to be allowed to go back to see his lawyer, 
Signor Vigevani, but the police inspector 
would not allow him to do so. 

Gialdini was taken to the nearest police 
station, where he was. submitted to a 
summary cross-examination, and was then 
removed to prison and placed in a cell 
after having been searched. All objects 
were removed from his pockets except his 
handkerchief. 

Owing to the Anglo-Italian Treaty of 
1873 Gialdini cannot be extradited, but 
he will be tried by the Milan courts after 
investigations, which will be immediately 
started here, based on the evidence of 
documents supplied by the British 
authorities. Gialdini will Have as 
counsel Signori Vigevani and Gonzales.

HATRY’S APPEAL 
SENTENCE, 

The news received through Reuter of 
the arrest in Milan of John Gialdini, one 
of the associates of Clarence Charles 
Hatry, the financier, adds interest to the 
application to be made to-day to the 
Court of Criminal Appeal on behalf of 
Hatry for leave to appeal against the 
sentence of fourteen years’ penal 
servitude, passed at the Old Bailey in 
January. During the trial at the Old 
Bailey Sir William Jowitt, the Attorney- 
General, said: ‘‘ Gialdini was largely re- 
sponsible. I cannot think that the Italian 
authorities will view his presence in Italy 
with any particular favour.”’ 

Referring to extradition law, the 
Attorney-General said: ‘‘ Unfortunately 
under our Extradition Treaty with Italy 
it is provided that the Italian Govern- 
ment shall not deliver up any Italian 
to the United Kingdom.” 

That did not mean, however, that 
Gialdini could not be arrested, if the 
British Government so desired, and tried 
in Italy. Conferences on this matter have 
recently taken place between’ the 
Attorney-General and the Director of 
Public Prosecutions, and presuniably the 
arrest is the result. The difficulties of 
presenting evidence such as that given at 
the Hatry trial at the Old Bailey to an 
Ttalian Court would be considerable, and 
the expense would be heavy. Witnesses 
might find it impossible to afford the 
time necessary for such prolonged pro- 


ceedings. 


AGAINST 


GIALDINI’S CAREER. 


Gialdini, who is about fifty vears of 
age, left London five days before Hatry 
and his associates surrendered to the 
police last September. For some time he 
was believed to be living in Germany, but 
was later traced to Milan. His father was 
the conductor of an orchestra at Milan, 
and his mother was a Greek, As a youth, 
he began work as a clerk in the Bank of 
Rome, where, distinguishing himself, ‘he 
received a post in Egypt.. When the war 
broke out he came to London, and de- 
veloped a shipping agency. Later he 
started a n r of export businesses, 
which he left in 1925 to join Hatry in his

-Exhorting the students of Anand to 
give up their studies and the merchants 
to give up their trade; Mr. Gandhi said 
that there was now only one profession for 
all—namely, to set the whole countrv 
ablaze, and then it would not take long 
to be free. As to when the fight would 
end, that depended on them. Let there 
be mo mistake as to whether he was 
deceiving them or would soon acknowledge 
his mistake to be more than Himalayan. 
This was the last battle of his life. There 
was no other path that he had 
indicated.

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MR. THOMAS MOORE, 


The death of Mr. Thomas Moore, an ex- 
District Inspector of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary, took place at his home in Port- 
rush, on Saturday. Mr. Moore jomed the 
force In 1882 as a constable. and retired 
1920, after having filled for a time the rank 
of Assistant Divisional] Commissioner. In 
1886 he was engaged the Belfast riots, 
und in the same year he w presenu al 
the storming ef Saunderson’s fort, on the 
Clanricarde estate, Co. Galway, in which 
350 police and 400 soldiers took part. 

In Limerick City m 1907 he was in charge 
of the police when a coachbuilder shot three 
men dead and severely wounded two police- 
men, and in 1913 he commanded a body of 
police in Shgo town at a dockers’ strike, 
and held the ss. Liverpool, a sanctuary for 
free labourers, against an attack of 400 
rioters. He left Limerick in 1909, and was 
there presented with a purse of sovereigns 
and an illuminated address. Mr. Moore 
was the author of several short stories, and 
for five years he was the editor of the 
R.1.C. Notes m the Weekly frish Times. 

In December, 1919, his brother officers in 
Ulster paid him the tribute of electing him 
on the newly-constituted Representative Body 
established by Act of Parliament,

The death of Mr. John G. Ballentine, Chief 
Clerk of Belfast Petty Sessions, took place on 
Saturday afternoon ait the Royal Victoria 
Hospital, Belfast, following an operation.

King, and that God wotks out His designs 
at His own time and in His own ‘way. 

“ What is the situation in Russia to- 
day? News is very hard to come by ; and 
when authentic news does arrive, and (as 
in the case of the recent report of the 
British Ambassador) is not permitted to 
be published, it is hard’ not to ‘draw the 
inference that the situation must be bad 
if its publication is considered un- 
desirable ; but, in spite of the dearth of 
news, the statements -published in the 
official organs of the Russian Government 
are quite sufficient to justify us in speak- 
ing of the existence of a persecution of 
religion in Russia to-day. Individual 
Christians may not, perhaps, be’ killed in 
such appalling numbers as are officially 
recorded in the first of the three phases 
of persecution which lasted from 1918 to 
1923, but there are.other ways of per- 
secuting religion than by killing. 

A GREAT STATE MACHINE. 

““In the third phase of persecution 
which is now on foot, and which began 
in April, 1929, we have the persecution 
of religion by official discouragement. We 
need to remember that what the Russian 
Government is concerned to do is to estab- 
lisk a great State machine, of which each 
individual is a part—not a freely think- 
ing and willing part, but a merely 
material and mechanical part. In the 
collective whole there is no room for indi- 
vidual spontaneity. A new Communist 
man has to be created whose whole being 
is at the disposal of the corporate 
machine. Now, ihe reason why there is 
no room in a State built upon the prin- 
ciples of Marxian Communism is this: 
Kirst, a religion that teaches resignation 
and the hope of a future life is thought 
to discourage the worker from demanding 
his rights in this world; and, second, 
religion is based on mystery, and teaches 
that which cannot be seen and handled. 
But in the mechanised life of corporate 
precision which the Communists seek to 
introduce there is no room for mystery or 
for God. The visible machine must be 
the Communist’s God. 

“It is, indeed. lawful under the Russian 
Constitution to worship in church It is 
still, indeed, lawful for a registered priest to 
punister in a registered church buildmec. Bat 
the ofticial policy is to destroy religion by 
discouragement, which keeps within the law 
as modified by the decrees of April, 1929. 
Religion is held up to public and organised 
meckery in films, broadcasting, plays, lec- 
tures, pamphlets, and processions with anti- 
religious barmers. No religtons socteties may 
exist in parishes for mutual aid, work among 
children, or missionary work. No teaching 
of any kind of religion is allowed im State, 
public or private schools. Anyone who gives 
private teaching of religion is liable to the 
charge of participating in a counter-revolu- 
tionary organisation. In fact, :eligion is 
intended to come to an end with the present 
generation of actults. 

ABGLISHING THE SUNDAY. 

“The introduction of the five-day week is 
aimed both at the mechanisation of industry 
and the abolition of Sunday; the workers 
working in shifts, with no regular common 
holiday. Anti-religious demonstrations are 
eonstantly held at the time of Divine Service

The suggestion was made to him that the 


to intimidate those who persist in worship- 
ping God in public, The plan of suppressing 
Faster pe Christmas being vigorously 
pursued. The closing of churches can be 
accomplished legally by the holding of an 
anti-religious meeting and the acceptance of 
a vesolution passed thereat as the will of the 
workers. The State is now officially anti- 
religious and discourages religion in such 
wavs as Í have quoted. It is concerned to 
make the Russian consciousness non-religious, 
m order to adjust it to the requirements of 
the materialistic State. 

“This. is the situation im regard to which 
we. are bidden to pray. It one which 1s 
utterly beyond the reach of any who do not 
believe in prayer. If, on the other hand, we 
believe that prayer is a real force, and that 
it is God's will that we should pray in the 
name of Christ, and so praying. should 
receive that which we pray for, we shall pray 
with full hearts that God will visit and 
deliver His..persecuted children, 


THE OBJECT OF PRAYER. 

“Let, us pray that. God will protect from 
of faith and from bodily harm those 
many lay people in Russia who still profess 
and practise religion, Let us pray that God 
will guide and direct the clergy of the 
Russian Church in these days of repression, 
when ail corporate discipline has perforce 
broken down. Let us pray that God will 
grant that such a-bright light of faith and 
good hving may shine forth that Russian 
Christians may bear a witness before un- 
believing rulers which cannot be disregarded. 
Let us pray that the hearts of those who hate 
religion and seek to destroy it may be touched 
and changed, so that they may see both the 
lutility of fighting against God and the 
danger of banishing His Kingdom from 
among men. 

“And I would ask you not to pray to- 
day only, but to buy copies of the prayers 
we are using to-day, and to use them daily 
in your private prayers. Prayer must. be 
patient, urgent and repeated—such is the 
lesson Our Lord teaches in Luke, when He 
showed how men ought to pray always and 
not faint. And, side by side with our 
for Russia, let us offer heartfelt 
thanks to God for our spiritual liberty. How 
great our privileges are we too often fail 
LO appreciate, just because we have never 
known what it is to have our spiritual free- 
dom invaded restricted, And, because 
we do not have those privileges threatened, 
we tend neither to value them aright, nor 
use them worthily. 

‘But now let us Jearn our lesson, and 
let us remember how all we value as moral 
beings, with a leve for such ideals as those 
of goodness and truth and love is bound up 
with belief in God and obedience to His 
law ; and let us determine henceforth to take 
our public stand with all those who, by con- 
fessing God's name and joining in His formal 
worship, help to check the advance of godless 
materialism, and to keep the life of the 
nation and of themselves true to the things 
of the spirit. 

“Communism looks far beyond the limits of 
Russia, and seeks to impose its dehumanis- 
ing tdeals upon the world at large. It may be 
that God has allowed our civilisation, whi-h 
has been toying too lightly with the notion 
that God can be dispensed with, and that 
Christian principles are an optional, if pot 
outworn, code, te gam an insight from the 
anti- God campaign in Russia into what a 
godless system of living can be. God has 
been speaking to us in warning, while the 
danger to our own civilisation is fairly re- 
mote. Let us then, while we have time, 
set our own house in order, so that we may 
never have the responsibility of bringing on 
our children the spiritual desolation which 
has overtaken afilicted Russia. It is by 
His taithfulness that the just shall live.” 
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East. . Churches. The Orthodox Church is not 
Fon. suffering frem the enemies of God who 
have made it their aim to extirpate all powers 
}of religion in Soviet Russia, but from schism 
in its own body, 

The. coming of misfortune tests friendship 
and loyalty. . Connect ,yourself with a losing 
‘cause and you will learn what candid friends, 
Sitting ón the fence, think of you and your 
struggles. “ Safety’ first ” is then the slogan 
raised by. mem-of half faith. . And let us not 
be overgute that we, ourselves, have the nerve 
and heart to stand fast in days of trial. We 
pray to-day, not only that Christians in 
Russia may. be protected from savage perse- 
cution, bat that they may given. wisdom 
and large-heartedness in dealing with many 
perplexing questions which have broken the 
unity which is sorely needetl in face of the 
common cnemy. This is not the occasion to 
entes into the dispute, and I only allude to 
them. to help you to see how grevious, in 
many directions is the plight in which these 
people find themselves. 

RELIGIOUS LIFE IN RUSSIA. 

_ Dr. White traced the conditions of religious 
life in Russia, and said that, though their 
ordinary parochial clergy are. married, they, 
as ow own St. Patrick, did give a high 
spiritual status to those who chose the 
celibate life. Up to the present, he said, 
their bishops have. been chosen from 
monasteries, and they eneovrage those who 
feel called to work for God and man in 
religious communities. Their - sacramental 
teaching is very much “higher” than that 
accepted by most of us, and.though they 
differ from Rome in administering both bread 
and wine to all communicants, their doctrine 
as to the presence of the Lord in the Sacra- 
ment is akin to that of Rome. Nevertheless, 
they are strongly anti-Papal. No Norther 
Orangeman could more emphatically deny 
Papal infallibility or Papal jurisdiction over 
God's Church than Easterns do. One, indeed, 
of their many trials is that they are exposed 
to the constant propaganda of Roman mis- 
sionaries, whose activities are warmly re- 
sented by all the Eastern Churches, 

Our ever-increasing friendliness with the 
East regts largely upon the fact that we of the 
Anglican communion honourably abstain from 
efforts to detach members of the Eastern 
Churches from their own spiritual homes That 
abstention from proselytism does not imply 
that we think the differences between us are 
merely trifling. . We. adopt no attitude of 
pharisaic superiority. Our failure in thought 
and action are’ many and mdre than we re- 
cognise 

Concluding, he said—The Churches of 
Christ and the world cannot afford to lose 
the special contribution to our. understanding 
of the Gospel made by our brothers now 
undergoing persecution. We ptay that God 
may give them speedy delivery from their 
afflictions, and that their faith and love may 
stand the cruel test by which they are being 
tried. 
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CENTENARY METHODIST 
CHURCH. 

Preaching last. night at the Centenary 
Methodist Church, St. Stephen s Green, the 
Rev. R. Lee Cole, M.A., B.D., said that the 
recent, events in® Russia showed plainly that 
the Soviet Government has now departed 
from religious freedom and has declined to 
favour any religion save atheism. Even if 
reports of persecution: and outrage are untrue 
or exaggerated, there is great cause for 
anxiety for Christians in Russia. 

The spirit of anti-Christ can only be com- 
bated and overthrown by the spirit of God. 
To God, therefore, the Christian people may 
and must commend their cause, 


THE BISHOP OF DOWN. 


The Bishop of Down, Connor and Dromore 
(Dr. Grierson), preaching at the Intercession 
Service at Belfast Cathedral, said that all 
denominations were offering -up prayers of 
intercession that day. Deep cleavages sepa- 
rated the various bodies of religion, yet they 
could all get down to one fundamental—a 
belief in God. There was no doubt that a 
deliberate attempt had been made in Russia 
to enforce atheism on the people. They 
there could protest, but they realised that at 
could not be followed up by action; but there 
was something they could use to better 
effect—praver. 

He felt that the Churches of the 
should repeatedly commend the Russians to 
Almighty God. If they removed good from 
the world, the standards of right and wrong 
were removed also.. The only possibility of 
morality was the holiness of God. 


THE BISHOP OF CASHEL. 
 Yhe Right Rev. Dr. Miller, Bishop of 
Cashel and Emly. preaching in Waterford 
Cathedral yesterday, said that Bolshevism 
and what it stands for are aliens to every- 
thing that Christians hold dear. If only 
a small proportion of what they read of as 
happening in Russia true, then it was 
not to be marvelled at that the great majority 
of Christians recoiled in horror from having 
anv contact with that country or its rulers. 
Amongst the crimes which place the per- 
petrators outside the pale were murder, lying 
and cruelty. Each of these crimes has been 
rampant in Russia. for . ‘To a mind 
imbued with truth and Christiamty, to any- 
one who had cherished the love of the 
beautiful, the Russia of to-day must be a 
reproduction of eternal torment. ' 

To-day, said the Bishop, you have a vast 
people trained to hate the good, and maxe 
the foulest blasphemy a commonplace. Men 
of great ability banded themselvés togethe 
for. that purpose. They thoaght out a 
systeni at which the world ‘at first. laughed 
as the ravings of wild madmen; yet to-day 
it is beine actually practised by one hundred 
and fifty millions of people. 
' There is Bolshevism, said Dr. Miller. 
They will bring about freedom for all, and 
the way to the kingdom of “freedom is by 
force, the prison, gallows, espionage, murder, 
and all kinds of material and spiritual ter 
rorism. As a contrast, we Christians know 
that the nearest approach to perfect happ- 
ness is the man who forms the ideal of per- 
fection in his soul, as revealed by Christ. 


THE CHURCHES IN 
ARMAGH, 

At a special Service m St. Mark’s Church, 

Armagh, yesterday, the Rector, the Rev. 
Canon Moeran, said that from 1923 to 1927 
no religion was allowed to be taught in any 
school im Russia, and all children were taught 
atheism, In April, 1929, a number of laws 
against Christianity were promulgated; no 
Christian propaganda was allowed ; 
Christianity was held: up to ridicule in 
theatres, concerts, films and lectures; all 
teachers refusing to teach atheism in schools 
were dismissed. The union of the militant 
Godless: was formed to attempt to destroy 
religion in every form, For instance, in 1928 
alone 359 churches, 48 monasteries, 90 
synagogues and 38 mosques were closed. 
‘In the First Armagh Presbyterian Church 
the Rev. A. W. Neill, M.A.. called upon all 
to take to heart their personal responsibility ; 
for the evils of Bolshevism had a spiritual 
counterpart. Lawlessness had worked havoc 
in Russia. If they did not take care, sinniar 
havoc would be worked nearer home. 

Preaching in the Armagh Methodist Church, 
the Rev. J. W. P. Elliott deplored the fact 
of the terrible persecution in Russia. They 
believed that fervent prayers that put an end 
to persecutions in the past would be equally

Blanche, Countess of Coventry, died earty 
yesterday at Croome Court, Worcestershire, 
within three days of the death of her hus- 
band, the Marl of Coventry, a noted sports- 
man and Father of the House of Lords. The 
third daughter of the second Earl of Craven, 
she was married to the Earl of Coventry 
some sixty-three years ago, and ever since 
had shared his interests to the full. Durin 

his last illness Lady Coventry remained wit 

her husband till the end. Within an hour 
of his death she took to her bed, and said 
that she desired to live no longer, 

Lady Coventry was eighty-sevep years of 
age, and in January last the Earl and she 
celebrated the sixty-fifth anniversary of ,their 
wedding in presence of their six sons, three 
daughters, and twenty-one grandchildren, 

‘* Tf,”’ said Lord Coventry, on that occa- 
sion, “T would ascribe to one thing more 
than another the happy position in which I 
find myself to-day, 1 would lay it to the care 
and devotion of Lady Coventry, who for so 
many years has been my helper and friend. 
She is the best wife a man ever had—a true 
helpmate, of whom whatever I could say 
would fall short of the truth.”’ 

The charm and warmth cf her nature made 
Lady Coventry popular wherever she went. 
She took an active interest in all forms of 
social work, particularly in the Red Cross 
Socrety, and she did much for the local 
organisation in Worcestershire. 

A HUNTING EPISODE. 

After her marriage Lady Coventry became 
an enthusiastic follower of hounds, accom- 
panying the Earl until late in life. Lord 
Coventry has said that neither he nor Lady 
Coventry knew fear. On one occasion they 
had cleared several formidable obstacles, 
when they approached a stone wall, which 
was of no great height. They rode at it side 
by side. When they could ‘see over it they 
discovered to their horror that a deep dis- 
used quarry lay on the other side. They sat 
well back in their saddles, and held on to the 
reins like grim death. The bottom of the 
quarry was covgred with loose stones, and 
they were both thrown. One horse was 
killed, but Lord and Lady Coventry escaped 
with a severe shaking and slight concussion. 

There is general mourning on the Croome 
estate. The local church was crowded at 
The Rev. H. F. 
Bennett, who has been rector for forty years, 
was so much overcome during the reading of 
the Lesson—a favourite of the late Earl’s— 
that he broke down, and had to turn to 
another passage. 

The funeral of Lord Coventry had been 
arranged for this afternoon at 2.30 p.m. 
at Croome church. Now, however, there 
will be a double funeral. Memorial Services 
will be held at Worcester Cathedral and at 
oe Martin-in-the-Fields, Charing Crass, Lon- 
don.

NEW MINISTER” REJECTS 
PREDECESSOR'S BUDGET.

_A sensation has been caused by the exhaus- 
tive statement of Senor Arguelles, the new 
Finance Minister, issued yesterday, in which 
he makes a merciless analysis of the financial 
methods of the late régime, and rejects its 
Budget figures. Unchecked by criticism in 
the Press, Senor Calvo Sotelo, the late 
Finance Minister, is alleged to have been 
given full» heence to experiment with the 
nation’s wealth to his heart’s content, and to 
have used immense sums te suit. the policy of 
one man. In order to curry favour and secure 
supporters he is said to have given away 
contracts for road building, Government 
buildings and other public works, to have 
authorised huge municipal expenditure, to 
have formed thousands of committees and 
commissions, the members of which enjoyed 
agreeable sineeures, and to have got up mon- 
ster demonstrations in the streets of Madrid 
at enormous cost. 7 

When the pound sterling stood at thirty 
the Government assured the country that the 
peseta would improve still further, with the 
result that thousands of firms were caught 
through not covering themselves when pur- 
chasing raw material. Unmet bills and pro- 
tested acceptances are still the order of the 
day. The deficits have been ingeasing in 
spite of the | arsa of Morocco, which 
was bleeding Spain to the extent of a million 
a day tm 1922. By the end of .1929, it is 
stated, Calvo Sotele thought himself entitled 
to assure the country that the year had 
closed with a surplus by the simple expedient 
of openmg another account and calling it ap 
‘extraordinary Budget.” By this method he 
covered up the tracks of over two milliard 
pesetas, accordimg to Senor Arguelles’s 
figures. 

Another item the new Finance Minis- 
ter’s indictment that outstanding’ pay- 
ments were made to appear smaller by spread- 
ing them over nine instead of seven years. 
In one respect certainly the dictatorship made 
good—the remarkable tuning up of the 
revenue apparatus.

HARD-FOUGHT GAME, 


ENGLAND 0 SCOTLAND....... 0 

England at Twickenham on Saturday did 
practically all the pressing in a very hard 
und earnestly fought contest, but at the end 
they had to rest contest with a draw; for 
neither side in the struggle for the Calcutta 
Cup was able to score. 

Scotland's inability to achieve any sub- 
stantial reward was almost entirely due to 
mediocrity behind the scrummage, chiefly 
brought about by the lack of success in 
getting the ball: England’s could be traced 
to the fact that their centres, apart from fine 
werk in defence, were inefficient in regard to 
the proper carrying out of an attacking move- 
ment, . 

DIRE FAILURES. 

It is at no time pleasant for any writer on 
® game adversely to criticise any particular 
man or men; but, if the lack of appreciation 
of the situation by Robson and Malir is not 
pointedly commented upon, one would fail in. 
cne’s duty. In these matters it is best to be 
frank and to say at once that England, for 
purposes of attack, were badly let down by 
the two players to whom reference has been 
made, On either wing there were men in 
Reeve and Tanner both possessed of great 
pace and strength and resolution in running. 
Yet it can be said that not once in the course 
of a wonderfui struggle, that, in drizzling 
rain, a company of 60,000 witnessed, did 
cither of these three-quarters have what 
might be described as a reasonably good 
chance given him of exercising those powers. 
STARVED WINGS. 

Unhappily for England Malir and Robson 
on nearly every occasion did one of two 
things. They either held on too long, and 
tried to force their way through an opposi- 
tion who, whatever their faults, at any rate 
marked very closely, or else they tried the 
diagonal punt. Properly executed, the latter 
method, especially as exemplified by the New 
Zealanders, can be most effective. 
short of perfection merely gnins a few yards 
or plays into the hands of the other side. So 
we saw the spectacle of two wing three- 
quarters, picked primarily for their attacking 
powers, left almost, as it were, to kick their 
heels about, and employ themselves in check- 
ing the occasional—very occasional —breaks- 
away of the Scotsmen. 

Let it be said at once that the English for: 
wards were magnificent. As in all the pre- 
vious games this season, they played at the 
top of their form, and where all were so good 
it 18 invidious to pick out any particular man 
for special mention, But Sam Tucker, cap- 
taining the side, hooked so consistently wel! 
that England had the ball from roughly seven 
out of ten scrums, Behind the pack Sobey 
played probably the best game of his career. 
Spong was ambitious, and further back Hub. 
bard, new to international football, made only 
one slip, which, as it happened, mattered 
but little in an otherwise sterling exhibition 
ot the full-back game. Yet, with all this 
superiority, individually and _ collectively, 
England could not win. 


THE SCOTTISH TEAM. 

he Scottish team, except perhaps for their 
close marking and undoubtedly good tackling, 
were not a great combination. Of their for- 
wards, Graham, Polson, Roughead, and 
Welsh, to mention but a few, worked tremen- 
dously hard, but, apart perhaps from Graham 
himself, none of them showed the skill 
l|m =6forward play that the  English- 
men did. Behind the serummage Nelson 
aud Greenlees were not as good as Sobey and 
Spong, mainly because they did not have the 
opportunities afforded the other pair, while 
ut three-quarter nobody really stood out, The 
alignment of the Scottish three-quarters was 
bad, and as an attacking body they showed 
us nothing. 

One can sympathise with Simmers and 
Ford, the latter of whom took the place of 
lan Smith, and fared just as well as in 
sinilar circumstances Smith would have—in 
the absence of chances they, like their oppo- 
site numbers, received. 

There was one point about the game to 
Which reference should be made, and that 
was the unfortunate habit of many of the 
Scottish forwards of hanging about in an 
oftside position. One could not~ fail to be 
struck by the fact that whenever an attempt 
to bring off a rush met with a check the 
Scottish forwards remained standing offside 
instead of getting back behind the ball. On 
occasions, too, some of the backs were guilty 
of this, and even Macpherson, himself, erred 
in this manner when Spong, late in the game, 
and despairing of his centres, endeavoured to 
make his way through to give Reeve a pass, 
found himself hampered by the Scottish cap- 
tain. This proved a disturbing and rather 
unfortunate feature, especially to those with 
the best interests of Rugby at heart, who 
were following he game closely, 


NEW CAPS DO WELL. 

Macpherson did one or two clever things, 
but was clearly not the player of former 
years. His partner in the centre, J. E. 
Hutton, acquitted himself quite well in his 
first representative match, but, while strong 
in defence, he was apt to be selfish in other 
respects. Still, as the game went, he, like 
Polson, and, on the England side, Hubbard, 
Tanner and Brook, the other new caps, had 
no reason at all to be dissatisfied with his 
doings. 

Before the game began the players on both 
sides were lined up and presented indivi 
dually to the Duke of York, who, from the 
Committee box followed the play with the 
closest interest. Tt was noticed that the 
Kngland team instead of wearing, as they 
have done hitherto, their club stockings, all 
wore blue stockings, with white tops. They 
were numbered. The Scotsmen, in accord- 
ance With the usual custom followed by their 
country, were not. . 

THE GAME. 

(Juite early in the match Hubbard showed 
what he could do by a tremendous kick, 
which found touch near the Scottish line and 
atruck the vorner fiag. Scotland were for a 
little time penned in their own quarters, 
but England being penalised, the visitors 
gained relief. Hubbard, fielding the ball, 
tried a long drop for goal, the ball going 
Only just wide. 

England then set themselves to a deter- 
mined pressure on the Scottish line, and 
even when Scotland gained a few yards they 
were driven back, but thus early the diagonal 
punt by the centres was far too often in evi- 
dence, At length there came a magnificent run 
by Sobey, who, slipping Nelson, swerved and 
proceeded at a great pace, only to be brought 
down by two converging defenders just as he 
reached the line. This was the finest effort 
achieved by the England scrum-half in any 
of the games in which he has taken part this 
season. Again England were penalised, and 
with Greenlees taking advantage of a break- 
down in the England passing, Scotland estab- 
lished themselves for the first time for over 
half an hour well in the Knglish half 
Another great kick by Hubbard eased the 
situation, and there followed a remarkable 
dribble by Periton.  Tneidentally, it was 
rather sad to see one of the Scottish players 
persistently getiing in front of the Waterloo 
man and hampering him as he was following 
up the ball, Just before half-iime Sobey 
dribbled away from the scrum, picked up 
and passed to Tanner, but what looked like 
a certain try was spoilt bp the English right 
wing, with very little room in which to 
move, putting one foot into touch. Half- 
time came with nothing scored. 

ENGLAND'S SUPERIORITY. 

As in the first half, England dominated 
the situation for practically the whole time 
during which play proceeded after change of 
ends. Once Tanner, after Black had failed 
with an casy penalty kick, made a mistake in 
letting the ball go between his legs from a 
long kick by Hutton, but every time Scot 
land gained a few yards they were driven 
back by the wonderful rushes of the English 
forwards, 

Scotland had one anxious moment when, 
from a forward punt by Spong, Warren was 
tackled by Brook behind his own line. But 
again England threw away the advantage of 
a strong position by being penalised. Then 
came the breakaway by Spong, when 
Macpherson was off-side, and even though 
Pralabe were continually getting the ball 
neithor Malir nor Robson would give their 
wing men a proper pass. Hubbard made his 
only error in the game when he misfielded a 
high kick, and, although recovering well, 
failed to find tonch; but the situation was 
retrieved with another great dribble by 
Periton, who all through the game was in 
masterly form. 

Scotland had only just escaped from a 
desperately near thing when, with the play 
at the centre, the referee's whistle sounded 
for no si¢e, and a wonderfully hard game
